Twelve to sixteen miles per hour is 
a safer speed in the outlying sections 
than eight miles per hour in the 
business streets. 

The ordinances should be as rapidly 
enforced with reference to electric 
cars as to other vehicles. Under the 
present practice, the electric cars are 
perhaps a greater menace fo life and 
limb than any other class of ve- 
hicies. ‘The regulations governing the 
movement .of. these cara .should’ be 
very specific, and should be rigidly 


extraordinary monopoly in the pub- 
Ne streets, and the constant tendency 
is to abuse or overestimate their ex- 
traordinary privileges. It is not un- 
| common for cars to tear across. some 
street intersections in the city at the 
rate of from ten to twenty miles per 
hour.

“While the future of r rickles is 
full of encouragement, tHe same can- 
not be said with regard to oil. Pure 
dlive oll can be bought in this State 
today at $2 Galion. Ol cannot be 
manufactu and sold at this price 
and yield a ge. to the gtower. To 
begin with, t tree in not a steady 
bearer. I doubt whether any good- 
sized orchard in Southern Califo-nia 
can show a record of production for ten 
years averaging oOné ton. per acre per 
annum. Yet it would have to do bet- 
ter than this to be attractivé for in- 
vestment as an ofl producer. 

“Doubtiess, many individual oil mak- 
ers will get restricted markets which 
will pay them better prices than this. 
especialiy where they maintain a high 
reputation for their best stock bottled 
under their own brands. Such mar- 
kets, however, cannot reasonably be 
expected to form an outlet for a large 
product. Most of us have tried to 
place oll .on the eastern market, and 
have been discouraged at the progress 
made.

The reason 
for the préference may be stated. but 
I am inclined to think it more likely 
that the desire of the purchaser to 
adulterate the ofl in the East is the 
real ground for it. He can add an 
equal bulk of cotton-seed oil, and stil! 
have an article fully up to the average 
purity of imported goods. 
“To sum up, I believe that olive cul- 
ture will continue with us. While cer-| 
tain colossal mistakes will remain as 
warnings to posterity, from this time 
on we may expect a slow and steady 
arowth, in_ proportion as the market 
s t seems to me unwise for 

the planter to make the olive orchard 
his sole means of Support. It is, and 


price below cost of production in or- 
der to introduce it, as is 
done by some growers. 

“There is a growing demand 
pickled ripe olives, and if properly 
cured they will keep at least a year. 
One spoiled olive will ruin a whole bar- 
rel, go the risk that,is run even when 
the greatest care is taken is enough 
to make most men hesitate before en- 
gaging in the growing of olives for 
pickles.” 

John Gilliam, an eastern dealer. 
writes as follows on this subject in thé 
California Fruit Grower: 

“My experience with California olives 
and olive oil, which covers a period of 
several years, leads me to believe that 
no trouble any longer exists with the 
keeping condition of olives. Several 
years ago, when they first made their 
uppearance here there was trouble, but 
now California shippers seem to have 
arrived at a knowledge of p iy cur- 
ing the fruit, so that it arrives in fairly 
good condition, aside from whatever 
damage may,now and then occur owing 
to careless Handling in transit. 
“The olives arrive here from the 
southern sections of Cali- 
st, | handle them from 
Oroville and from Los Angeles. The 
former are whole black olives, of very 
handsome appearance, and of excellent 
flavor. They are packed in five, ten, 
fifteen and twenty-five-gallon pack- 
ages, in brine, and also in glass botties 
of ten and eighteen ounces capacity 
each. 

“Those arriving from Southern Cali- 
fornia are split before processing, and 
Il understand that the splitting is done 
so that the brine may penetrate the 
olive and thus extract the bitter prin- 
ciple, and at the same time destroy the 
germ which otherwise would produce 
fermentation. I have some of these 
olives in the office now that have been 
here three fears, and, to all appear- 
ances, they are in perfect condition. I 
have been selling them in barrels of 
about fifty gallons each, to the bottling 
trade here, for a similar period, with- 
out a single complaint as to mould or 
any other unsatisfactory condition. In 
my experience I have lost but one bar- 
rel of these split olives, due to the 
package having been broken in transit. 

“I believe that some Southern Call- 
fornia packers have made many futile 
efforts to cure olives, without splitting, 
but this process seems to have been 
solved by the Ehmann Olive Company 
of Oroville, whose product is not only 
the handsomest I have ever seen, but, 
so far as I know, keeps for any reason- 
able time, witnout any difficulty. 

“Callffornia olives appear to gain in 
favor wherever they are tried. and I 
think, within a few years more, they
